27,
Subjects fer the Schools.
Aforetime the medical schools of

Philadelphia which are the only insti-
tutions of the kind in this stale and the
most celebrated in the country, depended
for their supply of anatomical subjects
upon the reprehensible and illegal prac-
tice of snatching bodies from their place
of sepulture. More than one student
and professor who has since risen
to high mank in an honorable
profession has indulged in this
offense and is only relieved from the
situation in which the later Philadelphia
grave robbers find themselves by the
gracious interposition of the statute of
limitations. In 1867 the necessities of
the institutions had reached such a point
and the ministering to them had be-
come such a scandal, that, likely for the
rapose of their own bones, as wel! as for
the safety of other bodies, the members
of the Pennsylvania Iegislature were
moved toenact that in the counties of
Allegheny and Philadelphia, public offi-
cers shall deliver for dissection the bodies
of deceased persons required to be buried
at the public expense, said bodies to Le
distributed among the schools equitably
in proportion to the number of their
Al L.

. iasibiat the legitinate supply of
boii 3 from these sources for the Phile-
de' ii- schools is between 350 and 400

per ) ar, while their requirements for
desunstrative purposes ave not lessthan
800. The advanced condition of medical
science, the rapidly increasing demand
for a betier knowledge of surgery and
the admitted superiority of the Philadel-
phia schools leave o room to question
the propriely of their demand for this
number of bodies. A due consideration
for the living asserts itself above even
the superstitious regard which the pub-
lic have for the repose of the dead,and
certainly the most fastidious cannot at-
tack the wisdom of the law of 1867, Dut
since it is found ihat this statute
does not  furnish cnough subjecis
for the dissecting tables of the schcols
ollier sources of supply are required, Lo
prevent the recurrence of the robbery of
cemeteries. A natural and easy solu-
tion of the problem is suggested by the
Medical Nerrs, and it is one which we
believe bas the general approbation of
the faculty in Ihiladelpbia. This is
that the managers of public instilutions
throuzl:out the slate shall dispose of
all the unclaimed bodies coming
under their jurisdiction in the same
way a8 now prescribed for Philadelphia
and Allegheny. The classes of the med-
ical institutions for whose members the
subjects of the scalpel are needed come
larzely fromm the country; theirs is
partly the loss if a suflicient supply can-
not be furnished, and theirs, in a mea-
sare, the offense and shame it the law is
broken to supply the deficiency. Consid-
erirg Lhe present difliculties and dangers
which their instiuctors have lu secuie
the essential means of demonstrating
the science of surgery, there can be no
reasonable objection to the proposition
that all the counties of the state shall
contribute their unclaimed bodies to iis

wedical schools.

Tux Pennsylvania Legislature will
meet to orgavize next Tuesday, the cau-
cuses for nominees of the respeelive par-
ties to Lo held on Monday evening. It
seems Lo be generaily understood that
the Cameron bait has been swallowed by
the Independents, and that they will
join with the Stalwarts to make Iloay-
burn president of the Senate, retain
Cocliran as clerk, and no doubti re elect
Delaney.

There are a number of caudidates for
the places at the disposal of the Demo-
cratic majority of the ITouse, but no one
saems to have deyeloped such sirength
that his nomination can bz safely pre-
dicted. TFor speaker, Mr. Faunce has
probably more strength than any other
sinzle candidate, by reason of his Larger
experience and his wider acquaintance,
ITe lias the advantage and the disadvan-
tage of hailing from Philalelphia; and
while he is at present the favorite, he
incurs the usual danger of a suce: ssful
combination of the field against the fa-
vorite. For clerk of the House Lthe lewling
candidates are . Gray Meck and il. J.
MeAveer, whose friends, each, 1espec-
tively claim that their favorite is ahead.
Thus far the canvass for all the oflic:s
has been dignified and honorable, free
from bitterness and log rolling. A large
majority of the members come to the
Legislature determined Lo select the (it
test men and to abolish all uscless
oflices. If they allow themselves to be
misled into a departure from this pur
pose they will dothemselves irrepirable
barm and their party an unpardonibie
wrong.

It is authoritalively stated that the
appointments of Mr. Cassidy for attor
ney general and of Mr. Stenger for see-
retary of state have been resolved upon
by the governor elect. The contingency
of both has been reviewed in this jour-
nal, which is not in the habit of revising
its opinicns abont things in the dry after
it has discussed them in the green.

Tunere is a nalural repugnance on
the part of the people and a forcible
protest from the clergy against {he the-
atrical presentation in New York by a
company of stage performers of the suf-
ferings and death of the Naviour. The
indignation which is felt and expressed
on this subject will doubtless prevent
the proposed spectacle, even if the re
finement of technicalities must be re-
sorted to for the purpose. But it wiil be
profitless if this loud demand of good
taste and a sense of the proprieties ex-
haust itself upon the speculative mana-
ger who would make gain by presenting
the tragedy of Gethsemane and Calvary.
There are alleged pulpit orators and
certainly ordained ministers who sin no
less conspicuously against the fitness of
things by undertaking to poriray these
sacred incidents in their own peculiar
manner. The ribald eloquence and
picturesque blasphemy of some of them
is even more offeusive than would be
the solemn presentation of the subject
on the stage with personations of the
real aclors in Lhe sublime tragedy.

THE other night Senators Hoar and
Butler had a spat and said thingsof each
other not in accord with senatorial de-
corum nor with the Christian spirit of
Christmas love. But when the official
report of the proceedings appeared in
print they were represented as saying
what they did not say, and as nol say-
ing what they did say. The excuse for
this falsiication of the record is that it
should not be blotted by a report of un-
parliamentary and undignified debate.
But the offense is not in the
report; it is im the occurrencee
Aud if members can thus readily wipe
out the record of their disgraceful con-
duct it is obvious that they feel less re-
straint upon their tongues and fists than
they otherwise would. What is said and
done ought to be reported ; no more, no
less. It only heightens the offense to
make the record a lie.

KILLED BY HMER LOVER.

A Futel Accliient Resulting In ths Dentn of
un Iatended Bride,

Miss Imogene I.ewis, a respected and
beautiful young lady. lived in Diamond
street, Canasteota, N. Y., and had received
the addresses of George W. Gates for
some time, and their wedding was an-
nounced for tho near fature. Preparations
of au claborate mnature were already
under way., Tueaday noon Mr. Gates called
upon Miss Lewis, and at her solicitation
was rearranging some of the evergreens
about the chandelier for their wedding on
New Year. He had mounted a step-ladder
aud was engaged with the deenrations
when a thirty-two calibre revolver fell
from his outside coat pocket and ia its
descent struck the ladder. A cartridge in
one of the chambers was exp'oded.  Miss
Lewis was standing wpear and the ball
struck her in the nceik.  She fell to the
floor, but beforc Mr, Gates could reach
ber arose, but only to fall into his arms
with the remark : *‘Oh, George, you have
killed me ! you have killed me "’

He supposed her exclamation was
caused by fright and endeavored to quiet
her, but she pointed to the bullet hole in
her neck and asked for her smelling salts.
She was able to walk to a setteo, but ex-
pired almost immediately. Mr Gates

Two Chikiren shot by Their Father.
Meriam A. Montgomery, 28 years of
age, shot his two little children (George
and Evs, aged respectively 6 and 4 years)
at Packardsville, Mass. George was in-
stautly killed and Eva is probably fatally
wounded. Montgomery had not lived
with his wife for eight months, Jeaving
her through jealousy, and she made her
home with her father, a farmer. Mont-
gomery visited the family on Saturday
last and staid. He asked his wife if she
would live with him and she refused. Ile
went out, found the children playing and
shot them with a revolver. Hethen tried
to shoot his wife and her father, but was
overpowered by the latter and kept in the
house until the sherilf came and arrested
him. e was taken to Northampton,
where he pleaded not guilty and was re-
manded for examination on January 4.
He says he does mot remember having
committed the crime. The whole iamily
eama from the West last spring.

Coolness of a BEod-Handed Murderer.

In a saloon at Pioneer, Cal.,, William
Hartley stepped to the bar to take a
drink, when Thomas Kerr, without provo-
cation, knocked him down. Kerr then
drew a pistol, and saying * Young fellow,
now I've got you,” placed the muzzle to
Hartley’s breast and fired, killing him
instantly. Kerr was disarmed, and a jury
of twelve men held an informal trial. He
asked for an hour’s time to arrange his
business. Ile sat down and, with perfecr
coolness, wrote to his mother at Lexing-
ton, Iil., requested that all his effects be
given to her, and then called for several
drinks. The citizens then todk him out
to a sycamore tree. He made a few re-
marks, confessing the killing of severnl
men. He was drawn up once and let
down again, and then asked permission to
take off his boots, saying he did not want
to die with his boots on. This rcquest
was granted and he was swung up. The

was frantic with grief and rushcd into the
3 street like a ma:l man and gave the alarm.

To the corotier, who was summoned, be
f said, between his sobs: *'Iloved and
cherished the young lady and she perfectly
worshiped me.””

When asked about tho weapon he sai. :
“ I have not been accustomed to earry a
revolver. 1 bought this one to shoot dogs
in the outskirts of the city when out rid-
ing. On Sunday I started for a drive and
slipped my revolver into my outside coat
pocket and it remained there until to day,
when this terriblo catastrophe has over-
taken me.”

No oce was in the room at the time of
the tragedy, but Mr. Gates’ account of
the aflair is fully credited. He has the
sympatby of the entire community.

At Winchester, Mass., Annie Sullivan,
aged 102 years, was run over by the cars
and had one arm and leg cut ofl, causing
her death in a few moments.

His
entire body to the waste was burned to a
crisp, and the back of his horse was lit-
erally cooked.

LAID IN ASHES..

DESTRUCTIVE FLAMES LAST NIUBT

Mcuovern's Barn and Adjoining Buildings
Burned—Live Stock Periah !m the Flames
—‘l‘gno Brave Young Men,

About balf past eight o’elock last even-
ing the large frame barn on the estate of
the late Jobn R. M¢Govern, in Manheim
township, just north of the ecity limits,
was destroyed by a fire that is believed to
bhave been of incendiary origin. At the
hour mentioned Mrs.McGovern was sitting
alone in the residence, which stands very
close to the burned building, the other
members of the family, except the
younger children, baving come in to

town, when she was startled hy
some loid cries from without the
building. ilastening to ithe rear door to

ascertain the meaning of the uousual
sound, the indy was territied at beholding
flames which appeared toissus from three
or four places in the soanthern portion of
the roof of the barz which stood a short
distance west of the house, while the
tenant farmer, Daniel T. Fegley, a dairy-
man, evidently in a very excited frame of
mind was rushing around ina hopeless
fashion, quite incapacitated by fright to
do anything more effective than
yel. The lurid flames as they
belched madly forth, from the doom-
¢d building, illumioated the entire north.
ern heavens and caused an alarm of fire to
be struck in this city; an engire wzs
sent to tho scene of the cuutlagration,
followed by a great crowd of people who
happened to bs on the street at the time,
but who arrived all too late, for the fire
spread with amazing rapidity, and in the
course of but a [ew moments the fine strue-
ture was a shapeless mass of ruins,

The ficst alarm, however, had reached
the ears of a neighboring fawmily, the
Knights, who reside close by, and ic a
moment two young men of that bname,
Johu and Hooper Kuight aud i eonipasion
pamed Henry Reiver, were on the rccne
and immediately set to work to render all
the assistanco in their power. The flames

were rapidly enveloping the build-
ing, but thoe young men iade
a gallant effort to save  the

live stock, whose cries of pain and terror
gave a sad accompaniment to the crack-
ling of tho®timbers as they fell in swift
succession before the ravages of the de-
stroying element. Thrice they essayed to
enter the stable dour, but as often were
they driven back by the thick clouds of
smoke that blinded and almost stifled
them. With a final desperate etfort,
however, the courageous fellows man.

aged to force their way amid
the volames of suollocating smoke
that surrrounded them, tnough in

80 doing their hair ,and clothing were
singed and scorched by the tongues of
fire that in their eager fury licked up all
the inflammable material within reach.
Four horses, all there ware in the build-
ing, were rafely gotien ont by this heroic
endeavor ; two of them belonged to Mrs.
McGovern, and two of them to Fegley, the
tenant farmer.
Live Stock surned.

In other portions of the builling weio
two mules and five cows belonginy to Fey-
ley, and four hogs, two of which belonged
to Mre, McGovern, and the others to Mr.
Fegley ; these unfortunate animals all fell
prey to the devouring clement, being be-
youd reach aftcr the horses had been
saved, and this mo:ning nothing could be
seen of them but their charrad and biack
ened carcasses. The brave younyg re<ea-
ers, however, succeeded in getting ont a
double carriage and singlo carriage be-
longing to DMrs, McGovern, the mitk
wagon of Mr. Fegley, and a few
other articles of wvalue, stored in the
carriage house, which adjoincd the barn
on the north. A reaper, two mowers,
horse rake, grain drill, corn sheller, fuod.
der eutter and a large wagon all belong.
ing to Mr. Fegley, wero destroyed with
the remaining contents of the buildings.
Several tons of hay. the same amount of
straw aud thirly or forty buskels of corn,
portions of which belonged to Mrs, Me
Govern and others to Fegley, were en.
tirely consumed, as weis also a double
harness and two single sets, belonging to
Mrs. McGovern; Mr. Fegley also lost
several sets of harness.

The Tobaeco Shed Goes Too,

The flames were not slow iu spreading
to the tobaceo shed, along frame building

feet, and which joined the barn at its
southern end. In it were slored seven
acres of tobaeeo, four acres of whieh be.
longed to Henry Bhreiner and three to Mr.
Fegley. This building with its contents
went the way of the barn, cariiage shed,
corn crib and hog pen, wod nothing but
tbe ashes remain to-day to show that
anything ever occapied the site. The
tobacco was insured.
The Insurances,

The barn proper was a handsome and
substantial structure, the upper part being
of frame with an overshoot and tho sup
porting walls of stone. The latter alone
remain to mark the spot, the other por-
tions being reduced to blackened ashes,
It was bailt in 1867 at a cost of between
£6,000 and 87,000 and its dimensions were
G4 by 46 feet. The iusuranee on the barn
and the atiachments was £3,500 inthe
Urion of Philadelphia (Baasman & Burns
ageuts), while Mrs. MetGovern has a few
hundred dollars additional on that part of
the contents belonging to her, svch as feed,
carriages and the like. Iler insnrance,
which bad been in a local mutnal com-
pany, cxpired about fifteen days ago, but
with commendable business tact she
had it renewed in the Union and her loss is
thereby fortuvately lcssened to a considl-
erable extent.

Mr. Fegley’s insurance is in the Pheenix
of London (IH. R. Breneman agent).
There is 21,700, cn wagons, impl :ments,
live stock and all his other belongings
upon the place, except the tobacco, on
which he has 3700 additional.

The Wind Chauges Lucxily.

When the flames were first discovered
the wind was blowing briskly in the direc
tion of the McGovern mansion, a fine
brick struecture, which is east from the
site of the barn, and for a short time it
was feared the houss was endangered, but
at a lucky juncture and when the sparks
were flying thickest toward the imperiled
building the wind suddenly chaonged
and the flames swept in an op-
posite direction. Dy the time engines 1
and 4 of the city fire department had
reached the scene, the flames had devrured
about everything in reach, though No. 4
secured a plug at the extreme end of
North Queen street, and played a strezam
on the burning timbers for a shoit time.
There was a very large crowd attracted
from the city, wbich lent additioral ex-
citement to the ecene of the conflagration,
and to day there have been hundreds of
vigitors to view the remains of what was a
valuable and elegant structurc
